The dash line across the Sacramento River 
Canyon marks the future top of the great 
Shasta Dam, two-thirds of a mile long on the 
crest. This aerial view, looking upstream, 
shows principal features of the construction 
plant: (1) Stock piles of sand and gravel, and 
(2) part of the belt conveyor system. (3) 
Cement storage silos alongside the railroad. 
(4) The cableway head tower, 460 feet high, 
on the west slope of the canyon, and (5) three 
of the cableway tail towers at the top of the 
east abutment. (6) A portion of Shasta Dam 
rising out of the excavation. (7) The power¬ 
house under construction on the west bank of 
the river below the sloping penstock terraces. 
(8) Shop and construction camp buildings of 
the general contractor on the dam for the 
United States Bureau of Reclamation. (9) Vista 
House. 
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
